The Office Action rejects claims 1-5 under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) as anticipated by U.S. ]

Patent 5,508,577 to Shiga et al. (Shiga), and claims 6-8 under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as j 
unpatentable over Shiga. The rejections are respectfully traversed. \ 

Shiga does not disclose or suggest a rotary electric machine comprising ... a | 
cylindrical body circularly surrounding an outer periphery of a coil end portion that is a part j 
of the straight portion of the upper layer coil, which protrudes axially outside of the axial end \ 
surface of the armature core and excludes the arm portion of the upper layer coil, the j

Rather, Shiga discloses an electric rotary machine having a fixing member 570 press ^ 
fit on a shaft 510 (col. 6, lines 57-61). The fixing member 570 press fits upper inner j 

extension portions 538 of upper coils 531 onto the shaft 510. The fixing member, unlike the | 
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cylindrical body recited in the claims, does not allow outer grooves provided between J 

adjacent two of the arm portions of the upper layer coils to open in a radially outward ) 

direction, (

Further, the fixing member 570 does not surround an outer periphery of the coil end i 

portion feat is a part of the straight portion of the upper layer coil and excludes the arm \ 

portion of the upper layer coil. Rather, the fixing member 570 to which the Examiner refers j 
is to press fit upper inner extension portions 538 ofupper coils 531 onashaft 510. The 

fixing member does not fix end portions ofupper coil trunks 533, which corresponds to the j 

straight portions of the invention. Thus, Shiga fails to disclose or suggest all of the features | 

recited in the claims. Accordingly, AppUcants respectfully request the rejection of claims 1-8 \
